It is ex- 
tremely probable that when the 
present world war is over some 
nation might well conclude that 
this great, soft, unprotected 
United States should be called 
upon to pay an indemnity. An 
unprotected state is an invita- 
tion to invasion and an open 
door is an invitation to con- 
quest.”

“I was surprised upon visiting the 
United States arsenal at Rock Island 
some time ago to discover that no 
ammunition, guns, rifles or other 
arms were being manufactured there. 
The only products were blankets, 
harness, saddles and other equipment 
of this character. 

“In the event of invasion and the 
capture of our ammunition factories 
along the eastern seaboard it would 
require much valuable time to build 
and equip such factories in the heart 
of the nation.” 

In conclusion he said: 

“As between the Chinese republic, 
with its 400,000,000 inhabitants, with- 
out an efficient army, cowering before 
the militant empire of Japan with its 
70,000,000 people, and the little re- 
public of Switzerland standing among 
the warring nations of Europe and 
protecting its independence by a 
trained soldiery, let us ther incline 
to the fortunate situation of Switzer- 
land.”

Fifteen to Twenty Fighti ng Ships of Dreadnaught 
and Battle Cruiser Type with Submarines and Auailiary 
Vessels to be Built in Next Five Years will be Recom- 


to twenty fighting ships of the 
dreadnaught and battle cruiser 
type, with a proportionate number of 
sea-going submarines, coast subma- 
rines, scout cruisers, destroyers and 
auxiliaries—enough to make a new 
American fleet—are contemplated by 
Secretary Daniels for recommendation 
in a five-year building programme for 
the United States navy. 

President Wilson and Secretary 
Daniels have discussed informally the 
needs of the navy and are a 
that in order to be adequately pre- 
pared for defense the present strength 
fleet must be almost doubled 
in the next five years, with the ad- 
dition of many of the latest type of 
fast and powerful fighting craft. 
Details as to numbers have not yet 
been finally worked out, but another 
conference between the President and 
the Secretary will be held Friday, at 
which the total number probably will 
be fixed. 

The five-year naval. 
when completed, would add in ad- 
dition to dreadnaughts and battle 
cruisers nearly a hundred submarines, 
about seventy destroyers and several 
scout cruisers and a proportionate 
number of fuel and hospital ships. 
MORE MEN DEMANDED. 


An important part of the pro- 
gramme, too, will be a proposal for 
a large increase in personnel. Ap- 
propriation for at least 8000 addi- 
tional men will be asked for the first 
year to make up present deficiencies 
and an adequate number will be 
sought to man the new ships built in

Admiral Benson, chief of naval op- 
erations, is being consulted daily by 
the Secretary and within a few days 
the complete programme is expected 
to be ready for examination by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

It is considered probably the con- 
struction programme for the first year 
will exceed that of succeeding years 
in order that urgent deficiencies may 
be filled promptly. 

It is understood that after studying 
the naval programme carefully, Presi- 
dent Wilson intends to discuss it in 
his annual message and to make of it 
an administration measure. 

SUBMARINE PROGRAMME. 


The building programme last year 
provided for sixteen submarines, so 
that the total of such craft, built and 
building, now is seventy. Although 
effective means of combatting under- 
sea warfare apparently have been 
found in Europe, it is the purpose of 
the Navy Department to recommend 
at least thirty submarines for next. 
year, so as to furnish an adequate 
number for defensive purposes. In 
the next four years, however, an aver- 
age of sixteen submarines a year, a 
few of which would be fleet subma- 
rines, would be maintained. That 
would bring the total to about 170 
in five years. 

It is not known as yet what the 
Plans of the navy are for the organi- 
zation of the new fleet, but the gen- 
eral belidf in naval quarters is that

Japs and Chinese 
Promise It. 


World Peace a Mere Fantasy 
of the Brain, Oriental 
Educator Says. 


Count Okuma Blames V anity 
of Nations for the 
Great Strife. 


Universal Religion Advocated . 


by Charge of Persian 
Legation. 


’ (BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 12.—Twe 
men, Count Okuma, Japanese 
Premier, and Dr. Ng Poon Chew, 
a Chinese educator of San Francisco 
assured delegates to the international 
peace congress today that world peace 
was yet a fantasy and will be until 
the militaristic order of things is 
changed. In a message to the con- 
gress, Count Okuma said there was 
no hope for peace “as long as there 
exist nations or individuals who be- 
lieve or exalt themselves as abso- 


lutely superior to others and, to as- 


sert that superiority, do not hesitate 
to appeal to material forces.” 

Standing on the floor of the con- 
gress, Dr. Ng Poon Chew tonight 
added to Count Okuma’s suggestions 
“There will be wars and more wars 
just as long as there are two codes 
of laws and two standards of moral- 
ity, one governing nations, the others 
individuals.” 

War, he said, was going to keep 
right on in one place or another and 
China herself was getting ready. He 
blamed western militarism, which, he 
said, had not only parceled China 
but had destroyed her ideals of ‘peace, 
and he called Japan the disturber 
of the Orient. 

CHINA LEARNS LESSON. 


“Tf the United States were as un- 
prepared as China, this nation would 
fare no better than China at the hands 
of the world powers,” he sald. “China 
has learned her bitter lesson and now 
is proceeding to abandon its concept 
that justice is the foundation of the 
state, and to take up the practice of 
brute force. 

“Any nation who dared to ask the 
United States for the port of Boston, 
San Diego or San Francisco to bal- 
ance power,” he said, “would get the 
point of Uncle Sam's boot.’ 

“But if you were as unprepared and 
weak as China, they certainly would 
have treated you exactly as they have 
treated CRina—to balance power. 

“Jegan is the disturber of the peace 
in the Orient,” he continued. 
is essentially a military nation and 
she has in herself the perfect com- 
Pilation of the militarism of 
and the navytem of England. 
ambition is boundless. 

“With such neighborly neighbors 
what must China do but prepare for 
defense? Before the European war 
broke out we had imported a large 
number of men, the followers of the 
Prince of Peace, from Europe, the 
seat of Christendom. over to ‘heathen 
China,’ if you are pleased to call us 
so, to instruct us to turn our plow- 
shares into swords and our pruning 
hooks into spears.” 

IDEAS OF OKUMA. 


Count Okuma’s message contrasted 
itself with Dr. Chew's foreboding out- 
look, expressing the hope that the 
present war would teach a bitter les- 
son in world peace. : 

apan's attitude toward world peace 
and American and Japanese relations 
were interpreted by Mr. Kiyo Sue Inui, 
lecturer for the Japan society 
America, Prof; Yamato Ichihashi 
of Stanford University an“ Dr. Sidney 
L. Gulick of the federal council of 
the churches of Christ in America. 

Dr. Ichihashi concerned himself 
with the problem of reconciling the 
civilizations of the West and East as 
a remedy for vexing problems and 
misunderstandings. He accused the 
United States of forcing Japan to 
have intercourse with the West, and 
of changing its attitude toward Japan 
after the latter had absorbed the 
progress of Europe and America. He 
looked for amicable solution of differ- 
ences by closer communion between 
the two races. 

THE ALIEN ACT. 


Commenting upon anti-Japanese 
immigration agreements and the Cali- 
fornia alien land act of 1913, he 
said the underlying significance, not 
the actions, is the important thing. 
He char that it was an assump- 
tion that the two civilizations could 
not be reconciled. 

“It appears that the West does not 
wish to merge its culture with the 
East, that it demands that the East 
submit to the dictation of the West,” 
he said. “The reconciliation of the 
two civilizations is the fundamental 
and neglected aspect of American- 
Japanese relations. It can be_over- 
come with the tolerance born of com- 
prehension.” 

VIEW OF A PERSIAN. 

A world religion. a religion includ- 
ing the truth of all relizions and ex- 
cluding all patriotic. national and ra- 
cial bias. was declared to be a prime 
requisite for world peace by Mirza All 
Kuli Khan, Charge d’Affaires of the 
Persian Legation at Washington, in an 
address before the International Peace 
Congress here today.

Oct., 12—News of 
additional alleged atrocities inflicted 
by the Turks upon the- Armenians 
Was given out here today by the 
American Committe on Armenian 
Atrocities in the form of a letter 
received from an American professor 
in one of the American colleges in 
Turkey. 3 

“Every one.” the committe ex- 
Plains, familiar with the temper 
and spirit of Turkey at the present 
time will readily understand why his 
name and more particulars as to the 
places cannot be given to the public.” 

The writer says that during the last 
week in April the professor of Ar- 
menian at his college was arrested and 
imprisoned with twenty-five other 
prominent. Armenians. Later he was 
taken to Sivas, where he died. On June 
26 many of the prominent men, in- 
cluding UProfs. Hagopin and Manas- 
Aan weer taken to the soldier bar- 
racks until the total numbered 1215.

ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
PARIS, Oct. 12.—The destruction by 
a lieutenant of the aviation corps in 
the Champagne of a German captive 


balloon of the type known as Sau- 


sage,” which was mentioned in a 
French official statement, is declared 
to have been a particularly brilliant 
and difficult feat. 

Determined to get rid of this par- 
ticular voalloon, by means of which 
the Germans had obtained valuable 
information regarding movements of 
French troops, the lieutenant experi- 
mented two months with fire balls, 
then started for the attack on the 
balloon.

On the 
fourth attempt he swooped down in 
a giddy flight from a height of 10.000 
feet and placed his missiles accurately 
before the balloon could be hauled 
down. In dropping his fire bombs the 
Frenchman came near enough to the 
earth to be in full range of German 
anti-aircraft guns, but he managed to 
rise safely and escaped from a perfect 
hurricane of bursting shrapnel.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 10.—Politics 
has reversed nature in Sacramento 
this fall; a strong south wind has 
brought with it a nipping political 
frost. Reports from administration 


secret service men in the San Joaquin 
and Antelope valleys and in the 
counties south of Tehachep! are to the 
effect that the anti-party sowing of 
the Governor and his staff of office 


holders has fallen on stony soli. 
There is a great fluttering of little 
office holders about the Capitol, like 
leaves flying before the coming storm. 
Consternation has supplanted confi- 
dence and a gloom thicker than a 
Golden Gate fog has settied over Sac- 
ramento. If the shadows are those of 
coming events they presage a hard 
winter for the Progressive machine. 
on amendment No. 38, which 
will appear on the special election 
ballot as proposition No. 9, is already 
regarded here in official circles as 
beaten and the word has gone to 
the speakers to feel out carefully the 
sentiments of the communities where 
they speak before connecting it up 
with the anti-party bins. Joining | 
these two has caused the taxpayers 
in a number of communities to unite 
In opposition to them both. 


PET BCHEME DOOMED. 


“I am convinced that the taxation 
amendment is beaten,” said an ad- 
ministration man here \today. His 
name is not used for very obvious rea- 
sons.

“The danger feared now in ad- 
ministration circles is that the oppo- 
sition to this tax amendment will 
Catise voters to reject the anti-party 
plan, too.

OBREGON BELITTLES 
VILLA’S STRENGTH. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE)! 
TAMPICO (Mex.) Oct. 11 (via La- 
redo, Ten, Oct. 12.)—Venustiano 
Carranza, recognized head of the de 
facto government of Mexico, is ex- 
pected to arrive here tomorrow, Tues- 
day. Gen. Alvaro Obregon is here to 
meet him and conduct him on an ex- 
cursion through the northern States. 
Obregon had not been advised of- 
ficially of the recognition of Carran- 
za and hesitated about commenting 
to any great extent on the subject on 
that account. He did express pleas- 
ure, however, adding that it would 
contribute materially to the pacifica- 
tion of the country. 

“The men fighting with Villa will 
welcome the news,” said Obregon to 
an Associated Press correspondent. 
“These men will abandon him and his 
fight. They are tired of fighting for 
him. Two of his strongest men, and 
the two we have learned to regard as 
his most dangerous, Miguel Diaz 
Lombardo and Felipe Angeles, al- 
ready have deserted him and are in 
the United States.“ 

Obregon brought here a consider- 
able force of his Yaqui soldiers and 
tomorrow Gen. E. P. Nafarrate with a 
t large part of the men who have been 
on the border near Matamoros, is due 
to arrive. 

It was suggested to Obregon that 


“No,” he replied, “because, in my

It was declared today that 
unless the packing-house products of 
Juarez are barred from the Unfted 
States, blooded cattle of Chihuahua, 
which have taken much money and 
considerable time to develop, will be 
slaughtered for the treasury of the 
Villa cause, and the cattle industry 
of the district irreparably injured. 


NEED MORE MONEY | 
TO FEED BELGIANS.

Lord Mayor today announced that the 
British committee had raised $5,000,-

The climax was reached last night 
when 500 members of the association 
gathered around the banquet table 
and midst tumultuous applause drank 
to the health of the chief executive 
of the nation and his prospective bride. 
A. Schwamm was toastmaster. Guy 
W. Yonkin, vice-chairman of the na- 
tional cigar day committee, told 
something of the work of the organ- 
ization and its significance. 

Attention was called to the resolu- 
tions adopted by delegates attending 
the Nonsmokers Protective League of 
America convention in San Francisco, 
two months ago, which advocate the 
passage of legislation forbidding the 
cultivation or sale of tobacco and pro- 
hibiting the use of tobacco in hotel 
lobbies, Pullman and dining cars, col- 
lege grounds and all public places of 
amusements. Organization and a de- 
termined campaign against fanatical 
legislation was declared to be a ne- 
cessity if the industry is to remain free 
from adverse influence and legislation. 

John P. Carter, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue of the Southern Call- 
fornia district, told of the relation the 
tobacco industry bore to the Federal 
government. He gave statistics of im- 
ports and exports of tobaccos cover- 
ing a period of several years and de- 
clared 10 per cent. of the expendi- 
tures of the Federal government was 
met with the revenue derived from 
the tobacco industry. He declared 
the industry to be vitally important, 
not only from a financial standpoint 
but also as a preventative of the use 
of drugs and narcotics, and said, 
“when you restrict the sale of to- 
bacco or prohibit the cigar or cigar- 
ette, you are aiding and abetting the 
drug traffic. Statistics show the one 
decreases in evact proportion to the 
increase in the other.” 

Speaking of the effect of the war 
on the tax on tobacco and the prob- 
able rate of taxation for the coming 
year, Mr. Carter said: “If the people 
decide they must have an inc 
army anc navy, internal revenue must 
be made to realize its part of the in- 
creased expense of the nation and an 
additional tax will probably be levied 
on tobacco products. If the recom- 
mendation of the Revenue Depart- 
ment is carried out there will be no 
increase in taxation. but if ordered te 
procure an additional amount to- 
wards expenses, tobacco will be called 
upon to bear its share.” 

Among other speakers to address 
the gathering were Arthur L. Veitch, 
who spoke on the duties of a good 
citizen, Robert J. Gans, who dis- 
cussed Los Angeles as a jobbing cen- 
ter, and Senator Benedict, Judge War- 
ren L. Williams, S. IL. Weaver, preai- 
dent of the Rotary Club, and Judge 
John W. Summerfield made addresses 
on topics of interest. A vote of thanks 
was extended to the Banquet Commit- 
tee, which consisted of Morris Burke, 
chairman; Day Elmoré, C. F. Mickl 
Robert Grayson, Harry Phillips, L. 
Kahn, I. Weinberger and ‘Lester Wil- 
son.

Ask Puzzli ng Questions as 
to the Jitbus. 


Representatives of 30,000 miles of 
electric railway detrained in the trac- 
tion capital of America yesterday, 
were entertained by the allied trolley 
lines of the Southland, expressed un- 
stinted admiration of Los Angeles and 


is transit facilities, and. asked some 
puzzling questions about the “jit- 
ney.” 
The visit of the men who deal in 
‘Kilowatts in terms of revenue-pro- 
ducing miles followed the thirty-fifth 
annual convention of the American 
Electric Railway Association in San 
Francisco. Nearly all the association's 
officers are with the party, including 
President Charles L. Henry, who is 
generally credited with coining the 
term, “interurban.” 
Detraining from their special at San 
Fernando, 10 a.m., the visitors, 125 
strong, immediately took special 
Pacific Electric cars for Universal 
City, where an elaborate programme 
of entertainment had been arranged, 
under the direction of a Southern 
California General Committee, with 
General Manager McMillan of the 
Pacific Electric as chairman. A fif- 
teen-minute stop was made en route 
at the San Fernando Mission. 
Arriving at the motion-picture 
city, the visitors were shown over the 
plant, sawing the making of screen- 
thrillers, then sat down to a barbecue 
prepared under the direction of Senor 
J. Romero. A round of speeches fol- 
lowed, with President Bulla of the 
Chamber of Commerce as toastmaster, 
and at 5 o'clock the visitors boarded 
their special cars for the Hotel Mary- 
land, where there was an informal re- 
ception and dance last night. 
Stunning gowns and rich jewels 
emphasized the loveliness of debu- 
tantes and matrons who graced the 
ball. More than 159 guests were 
present, including many leading rail- 
way men of Los Angeles and the East. 
GREATEST BUILDERS. 


“The electric railways,” said Presi- 
dent Henry of the association at Uni- 
versal City, after a felicitous introduc- 
tion by President Shoup of the Pa- 
cific Electric, “have done more, I be- 
lieve I am safe in saying, to benefit 
the communities, the cities and towns 
and the country that lies between, 
than any other agency. 
“The electric railway, among other 
things, has made the American city 
different——better to live in and more 
convenient. It has done more for 
urban life than any of the other great 
forces of modern civilization. The 
electric railway has been one of the 
most important factors in relieving 
the congestion of cities, the over- 
crowding of which has been called 
the menace of the twentieth century. 
“The electric railway is not a crea- 
ture that should be overloaded with 
burdens or hampered with unfair and 
unjust competition. Take the jitbus 
for example. The obligation of the 
community is to control and restrict 
the jitbus. Why is it not done’? Is 
there actually a field for it, or is it 
safe, or 2 regulation? 
“Another tter is street paving. 
The idea that the railroad should 
pave between and outside the car 
tracks originated in the old horse- 
car days, when the hoofs of the ani- 
mals wore out the pavement. The 
electric railways do not wear out the 
pavement in the least. but it is still 
taxed for this and other maintenance 
and improvements, while the jitneys 
chariot along unhampered.” 
Concluding, President Henry as- 
serted that the traveling public should 
be taught that unjust damage suits 
are really a tax on itself. He urged, 
particularly, that railroad or public 
utilities commissions should frown on 
the enacting of laws which place the 
utilities at a disadvantage in defend- 
ing these suits. 
ERA OF ADJUSTMENT. 


Describing this as an era of adjust- 
ment, in which the public has seen 
the necessity of participating, W. O. 
Wood, president of the New York and 
Queens County Railroad, declared 
that the future prosperity of utilities 
is dependent on either the upward 
revision of revenues or the down- 
ward revision of expenses by reduc- 
ing the taxes paid directly or in- 
directly to the States or municipali- 
tles. 

“Of course,“ he sald, there is no 
necessity for any help for the com- 
panies with large and increasing 
revenues, who, at the same time, find 
no corresponding increase in ex- 
penses, and who are serving a public 
which will be satisfied with a con- 
tinuance of present standards of serv- 
ice, and whose equipment will not be- 
come absolute every few years by rea- 
son of rapid development and progress 
of the art. 

“Rut do you know of any such com- 
panies? There ain't any such animal! 
What we want now is proper service 
to the public, and the protection of 
those who take a chance upon a fair 
return on their capitas among com- 
petitive circumstances. 

“Now, neither of these can be ob- 
tained, as some regulatory bodies are 
trving to obtain them, by the com- 
pilation of statistics and making de- 
ductions therefrom that are purely 
academic. What we want is broad 
and intelligent consideration of the 
information collected, the heipful co- 
operation of the public—the party 
firet in interest——through its repre- 
sentative, the State Commissioners,

“The American People and Their Gov- 
ernment” was the topic of his talk 
and, after having decried the abuses 
to which the referendum, recall and 


the initiative have been put in this“ 


State, he turned to the latest scheme 
of Gov. Johnson to perpetuate him- 
self and his satellites in office. 

“It is believed by some men that 
We can help an already difficult situa- 
tion, arising from the wrongs of re- 
cent legislation, by wiping out 
parties,” he said. “Personally, I be- 
lieve in nonpartisanship in the indi- 
vidual. I believe that he should not 
stick too closely to any one proposed 
by a party if there are doubts as to 
his character or for some vital rea- 
son, but elimination of parties would 
be harmful. 

“By merely stating that a man is 
not a Democrat, a Republican, Soctal- 
ist or Prohibitionist, you will not wipe 
out his affiliations. Party affiliations 
and sympathies can never be con- 
trolled by such a law as the proposed 
nonpartisan act. 

“There is no question but that 
parties need changes, but these must 
come from within the organization 
and not through the formation of 
new parties. I realized this fact when

SHUNS SCHOOLS, 
NON-CHRISTIAN. 


EVANG COLLEGIAN SAYS 
ARE “AS DANGEROUS 


AS CHRISTLESS CREED.” 


Declaring that a non-Christian col- 
lege is as dangerous as a Christless 


creed, Dr. L. H. Seager, president of the 


Northwestern College of Naperville, 
III. delivered an interesting address 
yesterday afternoon before the Gen- 
eral Conference of the Evangelical As- 
sociation. He spoke at length concern- 
ing the value of the denominational 
college. 


“The spirit of a mastering Chris- 
tlanity permeates the college life of 


‘today as never before,“ the speaker | 


said. “The motive of service to hu- 
manity is the spirit that is diffused 
through our Christian colleges. Ap- 
proximately eighty-five per cent. of 
the men and women who are doing 
the world’s work of educating and 
serving men and women were trained 
— the Christian colleges of our coun- 
ry.” 

Dr. Seager made an appeal for a 
woman's hall to care for the young 
women, a home where they are pro- 
tected and comfortably housed. 

Dr. G. B. Kimmel, professor in the 
Evangelical Theological Seminary at 
Naperville, gave the conference a 
comprehensive report of that institu- 
tion. The building has been erected 
since the last meeting of the confer- 
ence. four years ago, and is being 
generously supported by the entire 
church.

SENTIMENTS. 


Let Us have Peace, but be 
Prepared for War. 


Views of a Congressman at 
Large Gathering. 


Mayor Suggests a Monument 
to Our Discoverer. 


Advocating peace, but insisting upon 
Preparedness for war, ‘Congressman 
Stephens last night spoke on “National 
Defense” before a large gathering at 
Columbus Auditorium, the event 
marking a celebration of Columbus 
Day. Mayor Sebastian also epoke, and 
when he suggested that the Knights 
of Columbus start a movement for 
raising sufficient money to rear a 
monument in Exposition Park to 
honor the memory of the discoverer 
of America he was roundly ap- 
plauded. 

“I believe we should have a national 
board of national defense,” Congress- 
man Stephens said. “It should work 
out the plans for our defense, and 
Congress should get behind it. Con- 
gress should stop fighting for any par- 
ticular district when a matter of na- 
tional’ defense is at stake. 

“I do not favor a dollar appropria- 
tien for aggression, but I do favor the 
appropriation of our last dollar for the 
defense of our country. 

“I do not favor war, hnd you do not 
favor it. We all know its penalty, 
what it costs in money and the blood 
of our nation. However, the cost 
would be greatly lessened should war 
come upon us if we are prepared. An 
expert has said that the great cost of 
the Civil War, which amounted to 
$9,000,000,000, was due to our unpre- 
paredness. Another declared that if 
we had had 560,000 drijled troops that 
terrible war would have ended in less 
than a year. 

“How little we are prepared for war 
at the present time is shown by the 
actual figures. We have now in con- 
tinental United States 40,000 troops— 
one man for every 100 square miles 
of territory. The American soldier is 
equal to any soldier on earth, yes, 
superior to any other soldier, but we 
must have more of them. I believe 
if we had 100,000 of them on Amer- 
ican soil that we would be well pro- 
tected, but we are in a pitiable con- 
dition under the present situation. We 
need a larger army to police the 
United States.” 

The speaker, who is a member of 
the Naval Committee of the House of 
Representatives, has made a complete 
investigation of the different naval 
bases and he described them in a most 
comprehensive way. He deplored the 
fact that the Pacific Coast is so poorly 
and declared that any nation 
could in foothold between San Diego 
and Washington without trouble. “The 
only avenue of escape will be for us 
to build a larger army to guard the 
points over which the fortifications 
have no control,” he said. 

Judge Paul McCormick was 
chairman. When he referred to Presi- 
dent Wilson as a man of poise, bal- 
ance, character and Americanism the 
crowd of more than 1000 men and 
women cheered.

PROPERTY DEAL. 


SAVE MAN'S LIBERTY. 


Wealthy Woman Sues to Recover 
Title to Realty She Alleges was 
Transferred to Aid Former Friend 
Who now has Breach-of-promise 
Suit Pending Against Her. 


An echo of the sensational develop- 
ments of a few months ago when 
Mrs: Edith Amos, a wealthy woman 
of this city, adopted Alois Maier, a 
cabaret singer, 30 years old, and 
which was followed by a suit for 
$50,000 damages against Mrs. Amos 
by Louis A. Sullivan, is found in a 


suit just filed by Mrs. Amos against 
Sullivan for the recovery of property 
which she alleges has been trans- 
ferred to Sullivan. 

Mrs. Amos alleges that this prop- 
erty transfer was for the purpose of 
protecting Sullivan from criminal 
proceedings, and that the transfer was 
made on the representations of Sul- 
livan that he had become surety on 
a bond when he had no property and 
was thus in danger of arrest. 

H. L. Giesler is attorney for Mrs. 
Amos. In the complaint which he 
has filed the statement is made that 
in April of this year Mra. Amos filed 
an attachment suit against the In- 
terstate Realty and Improvement 
Company and filed a bond to protect 
the company against loss because of 
the litigation: that the bondsmen 
were J. J. Keogh and Louls A. Sulli- 
van, both of whom, it is alleged, de- 
clared they owned property in Cali- 
fornia. 

The complaint states that Sullivan 


did not possess property here and that 
he represented to Mrs. Amos that he 
would be prosecuted for having 


qualified as a bondsman, and that he 
“beggei and pleaded with me to 
turn over some of my property to him 
in order that he might be protected.” 

The complaint says that Sullivan 
suggested that Mrs. Amos go with 
him to the office of his brother, At- 
torney 8. L. Sullivan, and that de- 
Heving that Sullivan's liberty was 
jeopardized ‘she went with him and 
deeded to him two lots. “It was un- 
derstood that the attorney should 
hold the deed and not record it,” says 
the complaint. 

The complaint also alleges that on 
May 30 Mrs. Amos learned that Louis 
A. Sullivan has obtained the deed and 
that it was recorded on May 724. It 
is also alleged that the deed was 
really executed on May 15, but that 
the records show the date of March 
3, and also thé transfer of three lots 
instead of two, located in Vermont- 
avenue Square. 

Besides the cancellation of the 
deed, Mrs. Amos demands damages in 
the amount of $3000 and asks for an 
injunction to prevent the transfer 
of the property to other parties by 
Sullivan. 

The case of Sullivan against Mrs. 
Amos is still pending. In this action 
he asked for $50,000, alleging that in 
San Francisco last year Mrs. Amos 
had promised to marry him and that 
the marriage was set for the 20th of 
last June. Mrs, Sullivan, in her an- 
swer stated that the promise of mar- 
riage was given by her on the condl- 
tion that Sullivan would keep sober 
for one year, but that he broke this 
promise,

The hor- 
ridle nature of war will out. Our pessimists 
should drive this lesson home. Our advo- 
cates of preparedness should and do avoid 
the drum-stick and the sheepskin. Wars 
glory, as the poet has told us, is “as hol- 
low as its drum.” 
It is not easy to stampede the American 
people because. essentially, ours is a gov- 
ernment by and through compromise. That 
is the virtue and the weakness of the lim- 
ited democracy; and we are a limited de- 
mocracy just as England is a limited mon- 
archy. It is well for us during this period 
of world panic that we are a limited de 
mocracy, blundering through the troubled 
waters of an international typhoon to the 
shores, let us hope, of ultimate disarma- 
ment and world peace. But let us also note 
that the way of peace and safety is not that 
which has been followed by China, or even 
by poor Belgium—tather it is that so wisely 
followed by Switzerland.

‘WILL NOT PAY 
ASSESSMENTS. 


Storm Drain Levy too High, 
Say Citizens. 


Dayton Heights Residents 
are Aroused. 


Will Protest en Masse to 
Council Today. 


Their indignation aroused by what 
they consider a confiscatory assess- 
ment, the members of the Virgil-ave- 
nue Improvement Association met last 
night in the assembly hall at Virgil 
avenue and Santa Monica boulevard 
to complete preparations for the spe- 
cial hearing this morning, when, led 
by their ‘attorneys, the association 
members will appear en masse before 
the City Council and refuse point- 
blank to y the tax levied on them 
for the buffding of the Madison-Vir- 
gil storm drain recently completed 
in the valley known as the Dayton 
Heights tract. So deep was the senti- 
ment displayed by the 300 members 
present last night, that it was decided 
to carry the fight to higher courts 
if no understanding is arrived at to- 


According to C. O. Reis, chairman 
of the Executive Committee, and E. 
E. Hunter, treasurer, the residents of 
that district never wanted the drain. 
When it was forced upon them, they 
declare, the residents were given to 
understand the assessments would not 
run more than $60 for the most valu- 
able lot. The recent levy made by 
the city is proportionately $50 higher 


all along the line, and this caused 


the outburst. 
For years the valley running 
through the Dayton Heights tract has 
running water along its bottom. 
Even in dry weather this stream 
averages four miner's inches. Careful 
tracing of its source disclosed that a 
spring just north of the new State 
Normal School was responsible, as 
this water percolated, gathering 
emaller springs on its way. 
DRAIN DISAPPROVED. 
Several months ago the Council de- 
cided to install a storm drain. The 


 @utburst of disapproval raised by 


the property holders at that time held 
up business proceedings for some 
time. Very few people owned land 
that was affected by the water run- 
ming along the bottom of the valley 
end the others higher up refused to 
gee how they could be benefited, as 
there were no mosquitoes, and the 
air was apparently pure. 
Then the compromise was effected 
and the property owners given to un- 
a they would not be required 
to pay more than $60 for the best 
lot. The contra was then signed and 


the drain installed. Time for payment 


arrived. and with it came the no- 
tices of assessments, much larger than 
the residents of that section expected. 

Now they have decided not to pay 
a cent. The improvement association 
wes formed, and Attorneys J. R. 
Lightfoot and Ingle Carpenter re- 
tained. Petitions were circulated and 
as a result the Council! will have one 
ef its busiest mornings today.

heredity. Former Councils passed just 
euch things before, and it has become 
a habit.

In commenting on the forthcoming 
protest last night, Councilman J. 8. 
Conwell stated that, in his estimation,

OOTHE LITTLE 
ONES’ SORROWS. 


HAPPY HOMES FOUND FOR MANY 
SUFFERING MAI. 


— — 


Greatly Bettered and Physical De- 
fecta in Unfortunate Tots Rem- 
edied—Guardians More Readily 
Found. 


Organized for the purpose of bring- 
ing homeless children into the hands 
of foster parents never biessed by 
their own kin, members of the Chil- 
dren's Home Society of California, 
who met at their twenty-third annual 
meeting in the Y.M.C.A. auditorium 
yesterday afternoon, were shown how 
effectively the work has been done 
during the past year. 

President Julius A. Brown stated 
that a total of 579 children of almost 
every nationality had been cared for, 
and that of this number 283 had been 
placed in homes for the first time, 
while 187 others had been replaced. 
The balance were returned to rela- 
tives, institutions, and in a few cases, 
died. At the present time there are 
only forty-two children under care of 
the society. 

The average time during which the 
children remained in the hands of the 
society during the past year was only 
thirty-two days. A total of 525 re- 
quests for children were received, and 
of this number 221 were rejected after 
careful investigation. A larger number 
of girls were received than boys. 


Dr. J. R. Townsend, who, with his 
wife. founded the California society 
in 1892, was present, and opened the 
meeting with an invocation. Reports 
of various officers from all parts of 
the State followed, each detailing 
some part of the good work accom- 
plished. Rev. A. H. Guiinett, who dur- 
ing the year has traveled a distance 
of nearly 20,000 miles in looking 
after the welfare of the children 
placed by the society, spoke feelingly 
of the sorrows of children that have 
been alleviated and the joys brought 
to homes-that were barren, or in 
which the children of the parents had 
died and others had been adopted to 
fill their place. 

L. J. Covington, superintendent of 
the Washington State Children’s 
Home Society, was among the speak- 
ers, detailing some of the work ac- 
complished in the Northwest. “Stand- 
ards of expectation among persons 
seeking the adoption of a child are 
advancing and we are necessarily ob- 
serving greater care in the handling 
of the children, finding the receiving 
home of immeasurable importance,” 
he stated. “Physical defects are 
remedied in the babies as well as the 
older boys and girls brought under 
our care before they are permitted 
to go out, so that there can be no 
complaint along this line from foster 
parents.” 

The board of directors for the en- 
suing year was named, and includes 
Julius A. Brown, George F. Ridwell, 
J. H. Brubaker, Dr. F. B. Kellogg, 
Z. L. Parmelee Mrs. John Newton 
Russell, James H. Woods, K. P. Bos- 
yshell and Mrs. Franklin Rooth. Fol- 
lowing the business meeting Miss 
Katherine Fiske rendered several vio- 
lin numbers, and then came a pro- 
gramme by children assisted in years 
past by the lety. 

This demonstration of what is ac- 
complished was far more impressive 
than the cold facts and figures of of- 
ficial reports. The children sang. 
danced, plaved the piano, recited 
poems and stories effectively, proving 
that their foster parents have been 
overlooking no wants to make them 
eventually good men and women.

ASTE OF GAS 
INVESTIGATED. 


PUBLIC UTIHATIES BOARD TO 


— 


President Lane, Engincer Howell 
and Councilman Wheeler Find 
Millions of Cubic Feet of Val- 
uable Fuel Going to Waste Daily 
Within Sixteen Miles of City. 


President Lane and Traffic Enzi- 
neer Howell of the Public Utilities 
Board and Councilman Wheeler yes- 
terday began investigations in accord- 
ance with the resolution adopted by 
the Council a few days ago asking ‘for 


a report on the waste of natural 68 


in near-by fields. They visited the gas 
and oll fields of the Fullerton district 
an tdheir investigations will be car- 
ried on with a viewt o presenting a re- 
port to the Council within the next 
two weeks, - 

At Fullerton, about seventeen miles 
from Los Angeles the party found one 
group of sixteen gas wells and another 
of seventeen. The party found that al- 
though some of the wells are securely 
capped, one well alone is wasting about 
10,000,000 feet of gas daily, or about 
two-thirds as much as the city of Los 
Angeles is now using. This well, in ad- 
dition to the estimated 10,000,000 feet 
a day that is going to waste, is produc- 
ing about 44,000,000 feet. 

This district, according to Council- 
man Wheeler, is using about 100,000,- 
000 cubic feet of gas a month under 
boilers and for lighting the field. 
“This is one of the great gas pro- 
ducing fields of the world, and most 
of it is going to waste,” said Coun- 
cilman Wheeler. “Many of the wells 
can easily be connected with the gas 
strata and their production increased 
to an enormous extent. All of this dis- 
trict is at our very door, and Los An- 
geles should be reaping the bene- 
fits from this field.” 


HEARING SCHEDULED. 
INSPECTORS TO TESTIFY. 


Details of a general rumpus in the 
Humane Animal Department are 
promised in the testimony to be given 
at a hearing tomorrow of the cases-of 
Inspectors Walter T. Nanny and 
Charles Bryant, who are seeking re- 
instatement in the department.

Fow- 
ler, against whom Nanny and Bryant 
filed charges some time ago, will 
likely appear in the role of defendant 
at the hearing in which the deposed 
inspectors seek reinstatement. 

W. F. Ireland, who will represent 
Mr. Nanny and Mr. Bryant at the 
hearing, says his clients have not had 
a square deal. It has been understood 
generally that Inspectors Nanny and 
Bryant were dismissed from the de- 
partment on charges of insubordina- 
tion,” said Mr. Ireland yesterday.

deprecatory to the efforts of the 1915 
Committee to beautify the streets of 
the city for exposition year.” 

“However, the season of 1915 is 
nearly over and these palms occupy 
much space upon the sidewalks which 
is needed for public traffic,” the board 
says. “The business houses are object- 
ing to the obstructions in front of 
their places of business, and we feel 
it advisable to take steps for the re- 
moval of them from the streets. 

“We therefore respectfully suggest 
that you authorize the Park Depart- 
ment to remove the palms from the 
streets, and to make the best possible 
disposition of them.”

BOLSTERED MILK SUBSTITUTE IS 
CONDEMNED.

Pure-food Men Weeding Out the 
Undesirables are the Best Friends 
Honest Manufacturers Have, They 
Say—Advertising’s Value Topic 
for Today. 


Morals and ice cream cones en- 
gaged the attention of the National 
Association of Ice Cream Manufac- 
turers yesterday in Symphony Hall, 
Blanchard Building. The homogenizer 
also received attention, with opinion 
about equally divided on the legiti- 
macy of its use, under present pure- 
food regulations, to induct butter and 
other fats into the dainty, that is com- 
monly advertised as pure cream. 

Asserting that nine-tenths of the 
prejudice against @ornucopiaed cream 
is ignorance, C. M. Egbert, man- 
ager of the Pacific Coast Cone 
Company, stated that aniline dyes and 
fuller’s earth have never been con- 
stituents of the 55,000,000 cones which 
his company manufactures yearly. 

Incidentally, Mr. Egbert revealed the 
reason the cone has endeared itself 
to the retailer of frozen dainties. He 
estimated that it takes 1,000,000 gal- 
lons of ice cream to fill the 55,000,000 
cones his company manufactures 
yearly, which, with ice cream whole- 
saling at $1 a gallon; means that some- 
body makes a nice margin of profit. 

Besides the incident of the cone, 
the veil of mystery was also torn from 
other branches of the ice cream busi- 
ness. Declaring that ice cream mak- 
ing is a gamble, with the winds and 
the weather dictating profits and loss, 


John W. Knobbe of Chicago, past 
president of the association, neverthe- 
less asserted that this is no reason for 
“shooting the cream full of milk on 
hot Sundays when the demand is 
good.” 

“Those who are not willing to do 
business in a legitimate way should 
get out.“ he said. “Our business is 
the great gamble of the industries. 
We must be willing to accept a cold 
Sunday in July with grace, and not 
be tempted to skimp the cream when 
the mercury shoots up to 100 in the 
shade.” 

Continuing, Mr. Knobbe stated that 
food officials are the very best friends 
the ice cream men have, as they see 
that the undesirables are weeded out 
of the ranks of those who still depend 
on the cow to furnish the main con- 
stituent of the stuff that keeps the 
boys busy behind the fountains. 

“Personally, I believe that most 
chemists are bugs, who go so fast 
that practicability can't follow them,” 
he said. “But they hang up the 
marks for us to shoot at—and they 
have the whip hand.“ 

Advertising as a means of increas- 
ing the consumption of ice cream will 
probably be the main subject of dis- 
cussion today, as the winds of favor 
are blowing strongly towards the 
creation of a large promotion fund. 

“Our salvation lies in advertising,” 
said J. N. Gurdy of Lawrence, Mass.. 
a director of the association. “Ice 
cream is a necessity, or should be. 
If it isn’t, then it is up to us to 
make it such. But we can do noth- 
ing unless we take newspaper space 
and let the people into our confidence, 
and also drive home the pretensions 
that we have to making something 
that is both a delicacy and of food 
value.“ 

Following the session this morning 
and the choice of directors for the 
new year, the visitors will visit some 
of the large ice cream factories of 
the city. They were the guests of the 
Los Angeles Entertainment Com- 
mittee at the “Mission Play” yester- 
day afternoon.

ORKING FOR 
WAR SUFFERERS. 


KREISLER AND WIFE CARRY ON 
BUSY CAMPAIGN. 


Musician's Fund and Other Proj- 
ects for Relief of Destitute Oc- 
cupy Their Minds Constantly. 
Tragedies at Front Described by 
Violinist. 


While Fritz Kreisler, the world-fa- 
mous violinist and war veteran, was 
enthralling several thousand heroes 
with his music last night at Trinity 
Auditorium, his wife, behind the 
scenes, was busy with the duties that 
are a part of the war relief work, 
which she, in company with the ar- 
tist, are constantly furthering. These 
duties rarely, if ever, have forsaken 
her while she has been on the pres- 


ent tour. 
It was an unfortunate circumstance 


that the autographed photographs of 
the great violinist, which are being 
sold to add to a musician's fund for 
artists of all nationalities, who have 
been rendered destitute in Vienna,. 
ran out before quite a hundred of 
them had been sold, for the audience 
was eager in their purchases, and the 
majority of the members would have 
wecured the pictures. Announce- 
ment was made, however, that the 
orders may be left at the Alexandria 
Hotel today. 

While Mr. Kreisler is playing at the 
concerts his wife gets these photo- 
graphs ready for distribution, and 
gives her instructions regarding their 
sale to the ushers. Incidentally, she 
sees representatives of ghe press, for 
publicity is a very important item in 
selling of pictures and the other re- 
lief work which the artist and his wife 
have undertaken. 

Not only do the proceeds from the 
sale of the photographs go to aid the 
destitute musicians, but Mr. Kreisler 
Rives whatever he earns over and 
above his very necessary expenses to 
the fund. Incidentally, he has given 
up many luxuries like taxicabs, cafes, 
theaters and the like. 

The war its a subject that is ever 
present in his mind. There is no time 
for anything of a frivolous character. 
“When I think of the suffering that 
goes on there, across the water, any- 
thing but that seems as if it were 
nothing,” he said, and there were 
tears in his eyes as he murmured the 
words. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Kreisler believe 
that the salvation of the warring 
countries will come about in the end 
through the work which will be done 
by the musicians and members of the 
other professions to bring about peace. 
“It is on the intellectual mankind 
that we must rely,” said Mrs. Kreis- 
ler. who herself was a nurse in the 
war and who is now working in the 
interest of the Red Cross. 

Kreisler himself was wounded in a 
night attack at Lemberg, and suf- 
fered other injuries from being struck 
on the shoulder by the hoof of a horse. 
It is evident that his experience at 
the front has left a deep imprint on 
— mind of the horrors of the con- 

“It seemed as if I would never get 
used to the sound of the cannon when 
I first went into the trenches, on ac- 
count of the sensitiveness of my ears,” 
he said. “But in the end I grew not 
to mind the thunderous roar. nor the 
voices of my wounded comrad and 
the horrible cries those whose 
minds gave way under the terrible 
strain.” 

One of the most interesting features 
of the relief work which they have 
done is the fact that Mr. and Mrs. 
Kreisler have adopted forty-three war 
babies in Austria, to support whom the 
violinist donates $800 a month. 

Kreisler will remain here Until the 
end of the week, giving another con- 
cert Saturday.
